LCC and the National Theatre 

IN PURSUANCE of the statement made by 
Sir Isaac Hayward, Leader of the London 
County Council, on April 4, that he would 
be prepared to recommend the building 
by the Council of a National Theatre on 
the South Bank (provided the Govern- 
ment would contribute £1m.) the Council 
on May 16 endorsed these views.

Three-Tier Flyover for London 


BELIEVED to be the first of its kind in 
Britain, a three-tiered flyover is proposed 
for one of the worst traffic crossings in 
London, the Brent Cross junction, where 
Ml-bound traffic crosses the North 
Circular-road. The Ministry of Trans- 
port has approved in principle the design 
of Sir Bruce White, Wolfe, Barry & 
Partners, consulting engineers, 1 Lygon- 
place, SW1.

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News of the Week 


Stock Exchange Architects 


THE STOCK EXCHANGE COUNCIL on May 15 
named the architects chosen for its new 
building. They are Professor Richard 
Llewelyn Davies, MA, FRIBA, and Mr. H. 
Fitzroy Robinson, BA, FRIBA, who will 
be associates for the scheme. The new 
Stock Exchange, to cost between £5m. 
and £6m., will be erected on the existing 
site, the work being done in three sections 
to enable business to continue during 
building operations. It is understood 
that building is to commence early in 
1963 to be completed about three years 
later. 


RA Architectural Studio 

PLANS are being put in hand by the Royal 
Academy to reopen, in a limited way, the 
School of Architecture, which has been 
closed since 1956. As from October there 
will be an evening studio for a selected 
number of senior architectural students, 
already qualified or partly so. The 
students will work on self-chosen sub- 
jects, with discussion and criticism by a 
visiting panel, not necessarily members 
of the Royal Academy. The new archi- 
tectural studio will be associated with 
the existing day schools of painting and 
sculpture. No fees will be charged, and 
attendance will be voluntary. A new 
professor to succeed Sir Albert Richard- 
son, who lately retired from the chair of 
architecture, has not been appointed. An 
appointment will, however, be made 
before October.

Auctioneers and Estate Agents 


THE RESULTS of the examinations of the 
Chartered Auctioneers’ and _ Estate

candidates sat for both part I and part II.

New Laboratories for the Zoo

More Work for Civil Engineers 


SPEAKING in London on May 8, the chair 
man of the Federation of Civil Engineer- 
ing Contractors, Mr. A. J. Hill, said that 
although the volume of work done by the 
civil engineering industry had increased 
in the past year by about 6 per cent, it 
had the capacity to do more. Members 
engaged overseas had increased their 
volume to a greater extent than the 
average of export industries, but the 
home community was lagging behind in 
the development of its services, he said. 
Mr. Hill referred in particular to sewage 
schemes, flood protection and water 
supply. 

On the question of invitations to tender 
by local authorities for the smaller type 
of contract, the chairman stated that the 
trends indicated an easing of the posi- 
tion. The increase in authorisations for 
water and sewage schemes had continued 
during 1960, and the continued boom in 
private enterprise housing, together with 
the increase in industrial construction, 
would create further demands. The 
enlarged road programme would also 
provide more work over a wide range of 
jobs. Mr. Hill concluded on a caution- 
ary note about the dangerous growth of 
direct labour, described as ‘a form of 
nationalisation by the rear door.’

42. Do-It-While-You-Wait 


WE HAVE BECOME so accustomed to 
accepting the glib ‘two to three weeks’ 
and ‘can’t promise anything under a 
month ’ sort of answers when we take out 
the simplest domestic implements to be 
repaired, that it is refreshing to find one 
of our large London stores running a do- 
it-while-you-wait service to accommodate 
some of our commonest needs of mend- 
and-make-do. 

It all seemed to begin with stiletto 
heels, those latterday extremities of femi- 
nine nonsense. The spectacle of damsels 
in distress, knowing not whether to walk 
barefoot or hobble on one remaining stilt, 
either softened the heart or sharpened the 
wit of some far-sighted departmental 
manager, and a ‘ heel bar’ was conceived 
with stools where my lady can sit and wait 
for the few minutes it takes an expert to 
put her on stilts again. (It would be con- 
sidered ungallant of me, I suppose, to say 
I am reminded of the blacksmith and his 
forge.) 

This was only the beginning of the long 
bar of do-it-while-you-wait services. The 
enterprising departmental manager with a 
keen eye to business had seen me too with 
my humble needs, and I can

an excellent job of it—and it is quite easy, 
I assure those of you who do not already 
know, to ruin a knife on a grindstone. 

You can also have eyelet holes put in 
leather belts; ear-rings repaired; marque- 
site stones renewed—for none of which 
services I find any pressing personal need, 
but I have no doubt there is much more 
to come. 

I do not pretend that all this has any- 
thing to do with building as such, but it 
does occur to me that it makes good 
material for an old-fashioned sermon to 
architects and builders, of the sort that 
starts with a text and finishes with a stern 
admonition. I am not really under any 
illusion that the kings of commerce who 
provide a service for typists with broken 
heels really feel wrung at the heart when 
they see a young lady with one foot firmly 
attached to a grating. I do not think they 
even care whether or not I have to get 
through life as best I can with my 
favourite instrument dull and blunt. But 
they do want to please their customers, 
big and small: they want them in their 
store and they are prepared to go to any

‘ Houses’ 


HOUSES By Margaret and Alexander 
Potter. (London: John Murray.) Price 
15s. net. 


THERE IS NO LACK of popular books on the 
history of English domestic architecture, 
but few have the attractiveness of 
Margaret and Alexander Potter's 
*‘Houses” which, first published in 1948, 
is now re-issued in a second and revised 
edition. In a succession of beautifully 
drawn illustrations, geometrical as well 
as perspective, many of the latter tinted 
and enlivened with figures costumed 
appropriately to the different periods, the 
book records ‘the changes in construc- 
tion, style and plan of the smaller 
English home from Medieval times to the 
present day,’ with brief but admirably in- 


formative descriptive notes. A particu- 
larly valuable feature is that showing the 
distribution of natural building materials 
throughout the country with some charac- 
teristic examples of regional architecture. 
The story is brought completely up to date 
with examples of contemporary housing 
schemes and building techniques. Each 
paper gives illustrated definitions of many 
building terms as well as details of wall 
and roof construction. 

Though primarily intended for the 
youthful reader, the book can be con- 
fidently recommended to the attention of 
adults who are interested in the develop- 
ment of the smal] English house and in 
attractive pictorial representation.

Status Controversy 


Although many members believed it

THE PRESIDENT took the view that the 
amendment amounted to a vote of no 
confidence in the Council. The Council, 
as the sovereign body of the Institute. 
should be entrusted with the decision of 
how and when to seek more general 
support on such an important matter. The 
amendment could, however, be carried 
as a recommendation to Council. 

MR. H. T. SWAIN (A) felt that the mover 
of the amendment had already succeeded 
in doing what he had set out to do by 
calling attention to the matter. As a 
member of the Committee working on 
this problem Mr. Swain could say that 
the division in the profession was 
reflected in the Committee, as it was in 
the Council. There was no desire on the 
part of anyone to ‘railroad’ a decision. 

THE PRESIDENT Said that to bind the 
Council to hold a Special General Meeting 
on the subject in advance of the informa- 
tion coming to them would be to lay it 
open to a snap decision. Having called 
attention to the subject, he suggested that 
the mover of the amendment should ask 
leave to withdraw it. 

MR. G. B, ODDIE (A) supported the Presi- 
dent and thought the Council could be 
relied upon to make known its recom- 
mendations but not take any decision 
until the views of the membership had 
been tested in some way.

‘Chronic Shortage of Teachers’ 


MR. ARNOLD LINDEN (A) referred to the 
number of recognised schools, of which 
there were 28 at the moment, and asked 
whether any more were needed. There 
was a chronic shortage of teachers. In 
the near future there might well be a 
shortage of students and empty places in 
existing schools, in anticipation of 
future shortage of work. The require- 
ment of two ‘A’ levels might have an 
effect. Some people connected with the 
smaller schools were already worried 
about not having enough students to fill 
their quota and one school was seriously 
contemplating closing down. As _ the 
academic level of the students was being 
raised, what was being done to raise the 
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academic level of the teaching staff? 
What was being done about teaching staff 
recruitment and training? What were 
the Council doing to promote the 
adequate staffing of the schools? Could 


something be done by regionalising the 
schools? 

MR. EVERARD HAYNES (Secretary to the 
Board) said it was not yet known how 


many people would be accepted by the 
schools in the coming autumn, with the 
two ‘A’ levels, but the information 
received from the heads of schools was 
that the number of applications had not 
decreased by comparison with previous 
years. Up to now the Board had not 
regarded regionalisation as a policy to be 
followed. The Board were giving con- 
sideration to questions of the academic 
level and availability of teaching staff. 


BASA Representation 


MR. H. T. SWAIN (A) referred to the state 
ment in the Report that *‘ The Board is in 
close touch with the British Architectural 
Students’ Association’ and said that this 
was not enough. There were 6,500 
Students and their views should be heard 
in the Council chamber. At the moment 
there was no one on the Council who 
could speak for them or who knew their 
problems. He hoped the Council would 
agree to consider this. 

THE PRESIDENT replied that the observa- 
tion would be noted. 

MR. J. MACKAY LEWIS supported what 
had been said and suggested that more 
co-operation might be obtained from the 
Students if more RIBA Committees had 
Students on them. He thought that BASA 
would support that proposal and many 
Council members would welcome it. The 
question of direct or indirect Student 
representation on the Council should be 
considered. 

THE PRESIDENT said the Council had 
done everything they could think of to 
keep in touch with the Students and were 
in very close contact with BASA. If there 
was anything more they could do they 
would like to be told. Consideration was 
being given to how students could be 
represented (though obviously not as 
members) on Committees. 

MR. E. D. MILLS confirmed what the 
President had said and added that they 
were always happy to consider any points 
raised by BASA. 

MR. D. H. MCMORRAN referred to the 
great responsibility of the Visiting Board 
in ensuring that the level of examinations 
was kept reasonably uniform throughout 
the country, but did not feel happy that 
they used the RIBA examinations as the 
proper and only yardstick by which to 
measure the standard applied in the 28 
recognised schools or that that standard 
was in every case maintained. He would 
like the Visiting Board to keep that in 
mind, and, in view of the great impor- 
tance of their work, he hoped that in 
future Reports the names of the members 
of the Board would be given. 

MR. MILLS said that one of the duties 
of the Visiting Board was to see that the 
standard maintained by the schools was 
of the level required for passing the 
RIBA examination.

Housing in England and Wales 
RIBA Statement 


THE ROYAL INSTITUTE OF BRITISH ARCHI- 
rEcts has considered the White Paper, 
‘Housing in England and Wales,’ pub- 
lished by the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government in February, and the 
general contents of the Housing Bill now 
before Parliament. The Institute particu- 
larly welcomes the proposal to make 
exchequer loans to approved non-profit 
making housing associations to build 
houses to let at economic rents. 

The Institute believes that the proposed 
subsidy arrangements will assist local 
authorities, which pass the test of 
resources, in coping with their housing 
problems in a more logical way than was 
possible when subsidies were limited to 
housing for a few specific purposes and 
there was no subsidy for general need. 
There is no reference in the White Paper, 
however, to the particularly difficult 
problems of urban renewal and compre- 
hensive redevelopment where housing is 
an important element. It is considered 
that additional subsidies should be 
granted to assist authorities dealing with 
the difficult problems involved. 

The Institute would welcome any steps 
that could be taken to remove the arti- 
ficial distinctions between housing and 
town planning in consideration of the 
administrative and financial aspects in- 
volved in comprehensive redevelopment. 
The increasing need for the renewal of 
the older parts of our towns and cities 
seems to call for a review of these aspects 
in their wider setting. 

The higher rates of subsidy payable on 
a graduated scale for high blocks of flats, 
and other special and additional subsidies, 
remain unchanged. The existing subsidy 
arrangements have, however, been 
strongly criticised because they dis- 
courage three-storey buildings. This is 
often a particularly valuable form of 
development because flats can be pro- 
vided without lifts and the additional 
height provides relief from the monotony 
of continuous two-storey development. It 


is also useful in providing a variety of 
accommodation. This point should be 
re-examined. 

The paragraphs on the land problem 
show that the Government recognises the 
extreme difficulties of the present situa- 
tion, but the RIBA doubts whether the 
exhortations and proposed consultations 
described in the White Paper go very far 
towards removing these difficulties. The 
problem is not entirely one of allocating 
land for development. Extensive areas 
of land already zoned and usable for 
houses are not, in fact, being made avail- 
able for development by their owners for 
a variety of reasons. Unless measures are 
taken to make this land available for 
development, pressures on green belts 
will increase. It is most undesirable that 
more land should be zoned for develop- 
ment while land already so zoned remains 
unused. In this connection it is the 
opinion of the RIBA that the White Paper 
might well have devoted more attention 
to the relevance of increased densities and 
making better use of land. 

The proposals intended to encourage 
modernisation of old buildings are of 
value, but the RIBA is concerned lest the 
indiscriminate modernisation of individual 
houses should delay the redevelopment 
of areas which are already obsolete, and 
which should be renewed comprehen- 
sively at an early date. Where authorities 
have proposals for redevelopment within 
the next 15 years no improvement grant 
is payable, but there are many areas 
where the local authorities should have 
proposals for redevelopment within 15 
vears but have not. In these areas the 
modernisation of individual houses can 
prejudice the proper redevelopment of 
the areas on comprehensive lines and it 
would seem desirable for the Ministry to 
require authorities, if they have not done 
so, to submit proposals for comprehensive 
development areas where the layout and 
condition of property would justify such 
a course.

Progress on Office Survey Report 


THE SURVEY TEAM, commissioned by the 
Roval Institute of British Architects to 
collect and analyse data from 
tion of offices throughout the United 
Kingdom, has now virtually completed 
the collection stage of its work. The team 
is moving on to the stage of analysing the

data collected about costs, productivity. 
staffing and organisation from over 60 
offices visited. A careful analysis of 
factual information, substantiated by 
fairly detailed impressions of the standard 
of service given, will form the basis for 
the report which, it is hoped, will be 
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available for Council members towards 
the end of August, for consideration at 
the Council meeting in early October. 

This was one of the announcements 
made at the RIBA Council meeting on 
May 9 that were made known by sir 
WILLIAM HOLFORD, the president, at his 
Press conference on May 10. Other 
matters made known included: 

New RIBA Standard Form of Archi- 
tect’s Certificate——The new certificate 
pads for chartered and non-chartered 
architects, produced by the Technical 
Information Service on behalf of the 
practice committee, are now available at 
27s. 6d. each. Each pad consists of 100 
certificate forms in triplicate to A4 size. 
The certificate form comprises the direc- 
tion to the main contractor to pay nomi- 
nated sub-contractors, the certificate 
itself, a copy of the direction for the use 
of the quantity surveyor, the notification 
to the building owner, and a copy of the 
direction and certificate for the architect's 
file. Facilities are available for architects 
to have their names and addresses over- 
printed on the forms if they should wish. 

Architects in Jersey.—A number of 
RIBA members in Jersey have joined 
together to form an Association of Jersey 
Architects, under the presidency of Mr. 
R. A. N. Biggar, ARIBA. There are 
some 27 members and retired members 
on the island. 

Architects in Malaya.—There has been 
an amalgamation of the Institute of 
Architects of Malaya and the Society of 
Malayan Architects under the title of the 
Singapore Institute of Architects.

The Week in Parliament

Bills Threatened with 
Delay 


PARLIAMENT adjourns today (May 19) for 
the Whitsun recess until Tuesday, May 
30. This is a week shorter than in recent 
years. It has been brought about mainly 
by the sheer volume of legislation which 
the Government have before’ both 
Houses, and secondly by the ‘close 
scrutiny’ which the Opposition have 
been making of Bills ever since the 
health service charges were raised. 

At present it seems possible that the 
Government may have to hold over some 
Bills until next session, among them the 
Weights and Measures Bill and the Pub- 
lic Health Bill. The latter includes pro- 
posals for central building regulations to 
replace (except in London) the building 
by-laws made by local authorities. Both 
have completed their passages through 
the Lords but have been kept for weeks 
in the list of measures awaiting attention 
by the Commons. 

The Weights and Measures Bill will 
need the most time for its committee 
stage as several hundred amendments 
have been tabled by MPs. The Public 
Health Bill will take time but as 
many of its Clauses have been taken from 
local Acts which have been operating in 
some areas for years, it might not attract 
so many amendments. 

MR. R. A. BUTLER, Leader of the House, 
when tackled about the legislative situa- 
tion on May 11, refused to make a state- 
ment on the likely fate this session of any 
of the Bills now progressing through Par- 
liament He will probably wait to see 
how the Finance Bill, which embodies 
the Budget proposals, proceeds. The 
House could sit into August or come 
back earlier in October than is usual and 
open the new session in November. 

The committee of MPs considering the 
Housing Bill was sitting this week 
and the time-table for this major legisla 
tion, the pride and joy of Mr. Henry 
Brooke, will have to be carefully plotted 
if all the stages are to be completed. But 
this Bill, one involving major policy, is 
hardly likely to be deliberately delayed 
by the Government.

Extending 


Tall Buildings and Town 
Planning 


IN SEEKING to stress the careful plan- 
ning needed for the erection of tall build- 
ings, LORD BOSSOM told the House of 
Lords on May 8 that the same mistakes 
were being made in Britain today as were 
being made in America 50 years ago, due 
to the fact that a comprehensive planning 
arrangement not made before any 
of these buildings were laid out. 

He asked the Government whether they 
would give consideration at the earliest 
possible time to the careful town plan

ning of the British congested cities where 
tall buildings were likely to be erected, 
to ensure that these buildings were not 
constructed in places where their presence 
would cause not only added but avoid- 
able and serious congestion to the existing 
local traffic situation. 

EARL JELLICOE, who replied, said: ‘ The 
policy of the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government is that each proposal 
for the erection of a tal] building should 
be considered by the local planning 
authority on its merits, taking into 
account, among other things, the effect of 
the building upon traffic. Where the 
planning authority grant permission for a 
tall building likely to generate traffic, 
they impose conditions designed to avoid 
the increase of traffic congestion, for 
example, conditions requiring provision 
of car parking space within the curtilage.’ 

LORD BOSSOM said they ought to plan 
the areas and not leave it to chance and 
to individual examination at the last 
minute. It ought to be done collectively 
on a very large scale. 

EARL JELLICOE said he 
this matter was left to chance.

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The Housing Bill Debate 


AFTER FURTHER DEBATE On May 9, Mr. 
MICHAEL STEWART said the Opposition 
were left with a feeling of surprise and 
disappointment at the figures contained 
in the Bil] for subsidy for multi-storey 
building. That surprise had been echoed 
by a great many local authorities which 
had written in about it. The Minister had 
not satisfied either them or the Opposi 
tion unless he had further arguments to 
adduce. 

MR. BROOKE, concluding the debate, 
said the plain truth was that the gap 
between the cost of building a two-storey 
house and the cost of building a flat in a 
tall block of flats was narrowing and not 
enlarging. That gap was now narrowing 
because they had been building houses 
for years but it was only really within a 
very short period that they had been 
building tall blocks of flats, except in the 
London area. It was also interesting that 
the figures countrywide did not show that 
the cost per unit of building a tall block 
of flats of 12 or 15 storeys was any higher 
than the cost of building a six-storey 
block. 

The figures for 1960 for the whole 
country showed that for 12 storeys and 
over the average tender prices were £2,320 
per flat. The average tender figures for 
1960 for flats of six to eight storeys were 
£2,374. In fact, it was cheaper per unit 
to build high. Nevertheless under the 
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Bill they were giving a subsidy the capital- 
ised value of which was £27 per storey. 

He added: ‘I grant that no figures 
which we have yet are completely con- 
clusive because the numbers of these 
blocks of flats are as yet not very great. 
What we do know, however, is that the 
technical advance in the building trade 
is proceeding very rapidly and that there 
is every reason to believe that the gap 
between the cost of building a flat in a 
tall block and the cost of building a two- 
storey house is likely to diminish rather 
than to increase.’ 

It was known, commented the Minister, 
that it did not cost £27 extra per storey 
for every storey that one went up, 
although the Bill provided that that would 
be the additional subsidy payable. The 
conclusion from that was that there was 
built into this subsidy structure an 
incentive to build tall blocks of flats 
rather than blocks of six storeys. 

Mr. Brooke said he took the view that 
local authorities went on building the five- 
storey type too long and it was a very 
good thing that there was more experi- 
menting with tall blocks of flats. Every 
treasurer who examined the figures would 
discover that the structure made it more 
attractive to build the tall blocks than a 
block of, say, six storeys under ordinary 
conditions. 

What the Committee would be wrong 
to do was to accept the amendments of 
the Opposition which would so increase 
the additional subsidy payable that it 
would make it financially attractive to 
many local authorities to build tall blocks 
of flats rather than houses even though 
there was no need for tall blocks in the 
area and even though, by common con- 
sent, the building of tall blocks of flats 
was a more expensive of housing 
people than the building of houses. 

Those were the reasons why the 
Government must keep to the Bill as it 
was but he was ready to consider further 
information that reached him. At the 
moment the widely based information 
that he had proved that what they were 
doing in the Bill was about right. 

The Opposition amendments were each 
defeated by 18 votes to 10.

Traffic and Urban 
Development 


AN OUTLINE of plans for London traffic 
was given in a statement by MR. ERNEST 
MARPLES, Minister of Transport, issued on 
May 8 when he explained that the im- 
mediate plan for the London Traffic 
Management Unit was to free main 
routes in the central area from restric- 
tions to traffic flow, to improve the flow 
in selected radial and ring roads and to 
regulate street parking and to encourage 
the provision of off-street parking in the 
central area. 

After detailing proposals for one-way 
routes, clearways, parking, parking 
meters, loading and unloading, he said 
that since August 1960, 374 schemes 
arising from local authorities had been 
settled by the London Traffic Manage- 
ment Unit.

Tower Bridge 
Strengthened 
High-Level Girders Repaired 
EIGHTEEN MONTHS’ skilful and complicated 
work to strengthen the high-level girders 
of Tower Bridge has just been completed 
t cost of £50,000. The girders are 
De en the tops of the main towers. 
They carry the 300 ft. horizontal ties 
each weighing 68 tons—which connect 
the shore span chains. Ever since the 
bridge was opened in 1894 the girders 
have suffered increasingly from corrosion 

due to their exposed position. 

It was essential that while the girders 
were being repaired they should not be 
under load. So the heavy ties—still under 
a tension of 1,700 tons each—were care- 
fully lifted up on two pairs of cables. 
Both pairs of cables passed through holes 
in the turret stonework and were 
anchored to a jacking arrangement 
welded to the ends of the main tie. The 
weight of the outer girders was then 
jacked on to the less corroded inner 
girders using a series of cross-frames and 
40 ‘ Freyssi’ jacks. The unstressed gir- 
ders were then repaired by adding new 
steelwork, and then the whole process of 
transferring the load was repeated in re- 
verse. 

The erection of the temporary suspen- 
sion cables called for very accurate 
measurement and care, as a 1 per cent 
error in the cable stresses would have 
seriously and dangerously deformed the 
ties, and measurements to 1/10,000 of an 
inch were taken during the jacking and 
transference of load. To avoid unneces- 
sary vibration the holes cut in the tower 
stonework for the cables were drilled with 
12 in. diameter diamond-faced cutters. 

The consulting engineers appointed by 
the City Corporation were Mott, Hay 
and Anderson, and the work was carried 
out by Joseph Westwood & Co. Ltd., of 
Millwall.

Sir Keith Joseph's Address to the Institute of Builders 


A WIDE-RANGING ADDRESS on the prospects 
and needs of the building industry was 
given by SIR KEITH JOSEPH, MP, FIOB, 
Parliamentary Secretary, Ministry of 
Housing and Local Government, at the 
annual general meeting of the Institute 
of Builders held in the Royal Festival 
Hall Recital Room, London, on April 19. 
Mr. G. O. Swayne, the President, 
occupied the chair. We take the follow 
ing extracts from Sir Keith's address. 

I was going to concentrate this morn- 
ing, said Sir Keith, on drawing the con 
clusions in a period of break-through for 
the construction industry on site manage 
ment.

estimated role of the general foreman, 
how he has to be leader, judge, psycho- 
logist, diplomat, cost expert, construc- 
tion expert, driving force, tactician and all 
these other things; and I thought it might 
be a lesson that needed to be hammered 
Then I find that the admirable 
Mr. Peter Trench did it al] last week! 
It certainly read splendidly in ‘The 
Builder.’ So I had to tear that up and 
think of a new talk.

Housing and Redevelopment 


Ar the moment 10 per cent of the 
acreage of England and Wales is 
developed. Taking into account all the 
demands that I have mentioned, and 
looking 20 years ahead, we expect that 
that 10 per cent will grow to—not by 
12 per cent. So far as we now can, it 
is the Government's policy to keep new 
development as rigidly separated as pos 
sible from the country 

At the moment the building industry is 
concentrating on building houses for sale 
But the building industry, I am _ sure, 
recognises by its constant pressure upon 
us that the green fields in the areas of 
popular demand will run out before too 
long. Of course, there are other areas 
that are not so popular now where popu- 
larity may have to turn because only there 
will the green fields be available, and you 
all know great sections of this country 
where at the moment prices have only 
risen equivalent to the fall in the value 
of the £, and where there has been no 
great premium because of popularity and 
rising demand; those areas which are rela- 
tively ill-served by transport, but no fur- 
ther away from the great cities than the 
popular area, may well come next. But 
wherever building occurs outside the 
great cities, there is the problem of the 
journey to work, and that is why I ask the 
members of this audience and the mem- 
bers of the building industry to think 
again and again of the trend ahead. 

I know all the odium attaching to the 
word ‘ landlord’; I know that a genera- 
tion and more of rent control has scared 
developers off the old and profitable prac- 
tice of building decent accommodation to 
let, but one day our cities will have to be 
redeveloped, and the building industry 
will find that task a proper and a profit- 
able one. The areas where rent control 
still sterilises development are often the 


most valuable areas in whole cities. They 
lie round the centre in what has been 
appropriately called by Sir William 
Holford ‘a twilight ring.” They are close 
to the centres of entertainment, they are 
close to the working areas, and as plan- 
ning establishes its principles, as it is irre- 
vocably doing in every part of the coun- 
try, those areas will come to have much 
more open space and be more desirable 
to live in. These are the areas that one 
day will make very desirable living areas 
again. 


The Government and my Minister par- 
ticularly believe there is a demand for 
houses to let at market rents already. We 
are backing our judgment, as you know, 
in the new Housing Bill by a £25m. loan 
fund from the taxpayer to housing asso- 
ciations. We believe that housing asso- 
ciations have an increasing part to play 
in housing people on a non-subsidised, 
non-profit basis, but we also believe that 
if housing associations take up this chal- 
lenge, and we have every reason to think 
they will, and show that there is a very, 
very big demand, a bigger demand than 
they can meet for houses to rent at unsub- 
sidised though non-profit rents, the build- 
ing industry will recognise that there is a 
huge market waiting for them too at the 
same sort of level but with a reasonable 
margin of profit. Creeping decontrol 
alone will almost remove rent control, 
even if there is no prior intervention by 
any government, in a matter of 10 to 15 
years. 

Builders do now normally concern 
themselves with shops, offices and that 
sort of development, too, and I would 
have liked the time to discuss urban re- 
newal. But make no mistake, a huge 
contribution to urban renewal would be 
made by tearing down the decayed twi- 
light areas of the cities and rebuilding 
them, probably piecemeal but to a con 
sistent plan, as decent rented accommoda 
tion for the next generations. 


Training for the Building Industry 


The principal difficulty, it seems to me, 
that our industry faces in a condition of 
break-through is that there will be an 
intensely increasing competition for 
talent at all levels. To get our share of 
university, grammar school and good 
modern and technical secondary school 
Output will require the most attractive 
training schemes. The industry will need 
to be on its toes if it is to secure its 
rightful share of graduates and grammar 
school leavers. It is easy to sit back and 
say that one result of the rising popula- 
tion and of the bulge will be for more 
grammar school and secondary school 
boys to come on the market and that 
enough of these wil] find their way into 
the building industry. The truth is that 
there are now so many attractive careers 
and training schemes on offer, so many 
opportunities for the brighter boy in the 
scientific world, in business and in the 
professions that if the industry does not 
have something pretty positive to offer 
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it is likely to be left out in the cold. One 
cannot stress too much these days the 
importance of having a good training 
scheme to offer which the intelligent and 
industrious can recognise and hope to 
climb, Fortunately, the building industry 
has had the foresight to provide a num- 
ber of training schemes. The foreman 
level is absolutely vital. There is also the 
same sort of need for gangers and charge- 
hands to be trained. When a particular 
job on a site requires, according to work 
measurement experts, 44 or 44 men, upon 
whom does it depend as to whether, in 
fact, that job gets done by four or by five 
men? In the last resort it depends upon 
the ganger and the charge-hand. The 
size of the gang and the continuity of 
the gang’s work—which are so vital to 
building productivity—-depends on site 
planning and upon incentive schemes to 
some extent but also substantially upon 
the non-commissioned officers of the 
industry. These NCOs should be crafts- 
men and labourers who have a modicum 
of leadership and personality but they 
must be able to climb the whole ladder 
upwards, training their successors as they 
climb. 
Complex Problems 


Then there is the huge question of 
crafts and apprenticeships in a _ break- 
through society with so many opportuni- 
ties open to the bright boy. A whole 
complex of problems is involved in the 
task of providing the industry with pro 
perly qualified and trained journeymen. 
The larger builders seem to incline to 
more specialised training, the division of 
carpenters and joiners into joiners plus 
woodcutting machinists and carpenters 
to include specialists on concrete form 
work and shuttering, while the smaller 
builders have a different requirement 
people who are more generally trained 
and who perhaps need a knowledge of all 
the crafts or at least a division of them 
on a broad basis, say, the trowel crafts 
and the wood crafts. 

This tendency to break down the old 
‘broad front’ jobs into more and more 
pockets of specialisation, whilst it may 
be an unavoidable development in this 
day and age nevertheless presents its 
problems to the educationists. If there 
is to be this fragmentation of training 
and of training needs it is likely to add 
greatly to the problems of the technical 
colleges in putting on courses and finding 
appropriate teachers, but if this is some- 
thing which has come to stay then the 
technical colleges will have to try to pro- 
vide for it. The situation may well call 
for a new approach from the industry 
to find means whereby students can be 
brought together in large numbers, per- 
haps on a regional basis or under schemes 
whereby they could attend block release 
or sandwich courses. It is important to 
bear in mind that it is difficult for the 
colleges to work in terms of ‘ penny 
numbers’ in terms of students and it is 
a sad thing that some courses are wither- 
ing for lack of adequate support. The 
closing of a number of classes because of 
the lack of pupils would be very unfor- 
tunate at a time when the industry is 
needing more skilled craftsmen and more 
management staff. Site management in-

British Cast Concrete Federation 


Marked Progress in Many Sections of the Industry 


THE ANNUAL GENERAI MEETING and 
luncheon of the British Cast Concrete 
Federation was held at the Dorchester 
Hotel, London, on April 18, more than 
90 members, including four representa- 
tives from the Scottish Precast Concrete 
Manufacturers’ Association, and 17 
guests attending. 

In proposing the toast of ‘Our Guests,’ 
the chairman, MR. R. F. FEARNLEY, said 
that the past year had been notable for 
a considerable concentration on standards 
of quality and the BCCF had been deeply 
involved in assisting with the revision and 
preparation of some 25 new Standards and 
Codes of Practice. The new Code for 
Structural Precast Concrete in Buildings 
was being formulated in conjunction with 
the Institution of Structural Engineers to 
whose president, Lt.-Col. G. W. Kirkland, 
he extended a welcome. Recommenda- 
tions had been reached concerning clad- 
ding slabs and would be embodied in a 
new edition of the CACA'’s publication on 
Facing Slabs and recommendations had 
been agreed by the industry for small 
sections of cast stone which would shortly 
be discussed with the RIBA, whose vice- 
president, Sir Hugh Casson, they were 
delighted to have with them. 


The Industry Reviewed 


In responding to the toast, the HON 
LEO RUSSELL said he wished to take the 
opportunity of reviewing the position of 
the concrete products industry as he saw 
it, and he made the following points: 

Prospects._-He thought these had never 
been brighter and that all factors clearly 
pointed to an increasing demand. His 
only doubt was whether the industry was 
sufficiently geared up to take full advan- 
tage of the situation. 

Competition. Notwithstanding the 
many natural advantages which concrete 
products had in respect of economy, fire 
resistance, etc., he considered that 
strenuous efforts were required to main 
tain and improve standards of design and 
service 

Design.—— It seems to me,’ Mr. Russell 
said, ‘that concrete has a very special 
advantage over other materials because, 
in its plastic state, it can be moulded to 
any required shape. It is—or should be 
the architect’s and designer’s dream, and 
as an industry you cannot do enough to 
interest architects and engineers in its 
unlimited possibilities. The technical 
problems of surface finish and texture of 
concrete have been largely overcome. 
Apart from this, design is primarily a 
matter of form and shape, and in this 
respect concrete is unrivalled.’ 

Concrete blocks.—‘ The CACA,’ Mr 
Russell said, ‘ feels that concrete blocks 
have a great potential market in this 
country, both on account of the shortage 
of bricks and on account of their obvious 
natural advantages. If they are to be 
readily accepted by architects, however, 
a great deal more must be done to make 
them more attractive to look at as well as 
technically sound and competitive in 
price.’ 


Large walling units.— Looking to the 
future I cannot help feeling that one of 
the most important developments from 
the point of view not only of the concrete 
products industry but of the whole of the 
constructional industry is the large wall- 
ing unit, both for loadbearing and for 
cladding.’

Heating and Ventilating Research 


Association’s Second Annual General Meeting 


MR. M. J. GARTSIDE, chairman of the Heat 
ing and Ventilating Research Association, 
presided at the second annual general 
meeting which was held at Caxton Hall on 
March 29; 24 members were present. 
Moving the adoption of the report of 
the Council which had previously been 
circulated to members, the chairman 
said that the majority of the members 
had accepted the new regulations govern- 
ing subscriptions although these had 
meant an increased contribution in most 
cases. Increases were always unpopular 
but the Council had made a decision 
which it had believed to be necessary for 
the continued constructive and enthusi- 
astic advance of the Association. 
Presenting his report, MR. N. S. BILLING- 
TON, the Director, outlined the policy of 
research. The Association, he said, was 
trying to pursue a balanced programme 
designed to benefit as many members as 
possible, and to improve the standards 
of the industry as a whole. Whilst the 
Association did not yet claim to lead all 
the industry in knowledge except upon 
certain topics it was in a position to give 
some advice to all its members, although 
the availability of its technical advisory 


service appeared still to be insufficiently 
widely known. 

The chairman of the finance and mem- 
bership committee, MR. H. DUFF, reported 
that the number of members had in- 
creased by 15 to 275. Subscription in- 
come had increased by £3,500 to £16,800 
which had earned £11,000 in Govern- 
ment grant. The expansion of the Asso- 
ciation’s activities had absorbed the en- 
tire increase and the income and 
expenditure account showed a surplus 
for the year of £173. 

To give more members a voice in the 
affairs of the Association, the Council 
had recommended that its numbers be 
increased. With the consent of the Board 
of Trade a special resolution was passed, 
amending the articles of association to 
permit an increase in the maximum num 
ber of elected members of the Council 
from 21 to 30.

Sustained Load Strength of Timber 
Rapid Method of Calculation 


SYSTEMATIC study of the elastic and 
other mechanical properties of timber 

a subject of vital concern to the struc- 
tural engineer—has only been conducted 
during the past 30 years. In this period 
important work on the behaviour of .im- 
ber as a material under stress has been 
carried out in this country by W. W. 
Barkas and in Russia by F. P. Belyankin 
and Yu. M. Ivanov. The British investi 
gator considered timber as a gel, whereas 
the Soviet workers viewed it as a viscous- 
elastic and viscous-elastic-plastic medium, 
ascribing such properties to the main 
mechanical element of its cellular struc- 
ture, i.e., the middle layer of the secon- 


dary wall. In ‘The Sustained Load 
Strength of Timber,’ by H. Tottenham, 
MA (TDA Research Report E/RR/11), 
timber is considered as an ideal viscous 
elastic medium. Various criteria for 
breakdown are considered and the Cou 
lomb Hypothesis, that breakdown occurs 
when a critical strain is reached, is found 
to be in agreement with present experi- 
mental data. On the basis of this hypo- 
thesis, the author of the paper suggests 
a rapid method of determining the sus- 
tained load strength of timber.

A Successful Incentive Bonus Scheme 


Results of Oxford Water Department's Experiment 


AN EXPERIMENTAL incentive bonus scheme 
in connection with the main laying works 
carried out by Oxford city water depart 
ment has proved so successful that it is 
to be made permanent and may be 
extended to other sections of the depart- 
ment’s work, writes a correspondent 

The experiment with the 
scheme follows a pilot survey by a con- 
sultant in management studies. 

The aims of the scheme were to in 
crease efficiency and reduce overall costs: 
to increase output per man; to reward 
initiative and better methods of working; 
and to encourage employees to stay with 
the department by giving them an oppor 
tunity of earning higher wages for greater 
output. 

Reporting on the the city water 
committee says that over the period of 
experiment, which has covered works 
costing in total £112,715, the net saving 
to the council, after the payment of bonus 
and taking into account the cost of 
administering the scheme, has amounted 
to between £3,000 and £5,000, and on the 
complete programme of main laying 
works in hand is expected to be between 
£5,000 and £7,000. 

The scheme has led to improved 
methods of working, many suggested by 
the employees themselves, and the use of

mechanical equipment, and has resulted 
in an increase in output per man suf 
ficient to earn an average bonus of 
approximately £1 3s. 9d. per week 
Despite this, a reduction in the cost of 
labour amounting to approximately 5 per 
cent of the total cost of the main laying 
works carried out has been achieved. 


One of the most satisfying features of 
the scheme, furthermore, has been its 
effect on the retention of labour, which 
is illustrated by the following statement 
on the turnover since 1954:
